In paragraph 2 of the Detailed Action, the Examiner has rejected claims 1 to 6, 9 to 14, 19 
to 23, 25 to 29, 32 to 34, 36 to 39, 41 to 42, and 46 under 35 U.S.C 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over United States Patent No. 6,13 1,016 (Greenstein et al.) in view of United States Patent 
No. 6,370,369 (Kraiem et al.). 

Given below is a brief description of the Greenstein et al. and Kraiem et al. references, 
together with a detailed discussion as to why claims 1 to 6, 9 to 14, 19 to 23, 25 to 29, 32 to 34, 
36 to 39, 41 to 42, and 46 are patentable over the Greenstein et al. and Kraiem et al. references. 

Greenstein et al. 

The patent by Greenstein does not make use of directional antennas; it does not 
differentiate between signalling and traffic information on the antennas but rather teaches a 
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
